An  Ordinance  to  prevent  the  driving  of   Cattle,  &c.,  on 
Boundary  avenue,  between  Oak  and  Charles  streets. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  Penalty. 
persons  to  drive  any  cattle,  sheep  or  hogs, 
eastwardly  or  westwardly  on  Boundary  ave- 
nue, between  Oak  and  Charles  streets,  under 
a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  and 
every  offence. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and  or- 
dained, That  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect 
from  and  after  the  fifteenth  day  of  Novem- 
ber, 1880.

An  Ordinance  providing  for  leasing  a  lot  of  ground  and 
erecting  thereon  a  Public  School  building  in  South  Balti- 
more. 

Section  1.   Be  it  enacted  and  ordained   by 
the   Mayor  and   City  Council  of   Baltimore, 
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That  the  Mayor,  Comptroller  and  President 
of  the  Board  of  Public  School  Commissioners, 
A7eueaiot%  ke  an(^  they  are  hereby  authorized  and 
ground.  directed  to  lease,  at  a  redeemable  ground 
rent,  after  ten  days'  notice  in  two  daily  news- 
papers, which  shall  invite  price  and  locality, 
a  suitable  lot  of  ground  in  the  southern  sec- 
tion of  the  city  on  which  to  erect  a  public 
school  building,  to  accommodate  the  chil- 
dren now  attending  the  school  on  Hamburg 
street. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and  or- 
dained, That  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  be 
and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
have  erected  on  said  lot  aforementioned  a 
suitable  public  school  building,  upon  a  plan 
to  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Public  School 
$15000  appropri-  Commissioners,  and  to  meet  the  wants  of  the 
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school  now  occupying  buildings  on  Hamburg- 
street  ;  and  that  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand 
dollars,  (§15,000,)  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 
be  necessary,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  ap- 
propriated to  pay  the  cost  of  erecting  said 
building ;  said  sum  to  be  provided  for  in  the 
levy  for  1881.

An  Ordinance  to  repeal  Section  1  of  Article  11,  Baltimore 
City  Code,  title,  "Comptroller  and  Register,"  sub-title, 
"  Comptroller,1'  and  to  re-enact  the  same  with  amendments. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
That  section  1  of  article  11  of  the  Baltimore 
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City  Code,  title,  "Comptroller  and  Register," 
sub-title,  "  Comptroller,"  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  repealed  and  re-enacted  with  amend- 
ments, so  as  to  read  as  follows : 


Section  1.  Biennially  in  the  month  of  Jan- 
uary, there  shall  be  appointed,  in  the  manner  c^aprP°o!med0 
that  other  city  officers  are  appointed,  a  quali- 
fied person,  who  shall  be  a  good  accountant, 
to   be    called    Comptroller    of    the   City    of 
Baltimore,   at    a    salary   of    three  thousand Salary' 
dollars  per  annum,  who  shall  hold  his  office 
for  two  years,  and  until  his  successor  shall 
have  qualified;  his  term  of  office  shall  com-Tennof offlce- 
mence  on   the  first  Monday  of   March    next 
succeeding    his    appointment  ;    he   shall    be 
liable    to   removal  from   office  in   the  same 
manner    as    the   City  Register ;    and   before 
entering   upon   his   duties   he  shall    execute 
to   the   Mayor   and    City    Council    of    Balti- 
more  a  good  and  sufficient  bond,  to  be   ap-BoQd- 
proved   by  the    Mayor,    in   the   sum  off   ten 
thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
discharge  of  his  duties,  and  shall  also  take 
the  usual  oath  of  office. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and  or- 
dained, That  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect 
from  and  on  the  first  Monday  in  March,  1881.

An  Ordinance  providing  for  the  appointment  of  Visitors  of 
the  Jail  of  Baltimore  city. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained   by 
the    Mayor   and   City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
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Term  of  office. 


That  there  shall  be  appointed  in  the  month 
of  February,  as  other  city  officers  are  ap- 
Brbde°appoiuS  pointed,  six  citizens  of  Baltimore,  to  be 
known  or  called  "  The  Board  of  Visitors  of 
the  Jail  of  Baltimore  City,"  two  of  whom 
shall  be  appointed  for  six  years,  two  for 
four  years,  two  for  two  years  ;  and  in  the 
month  of  February,  upon  the  expiration  of 
the  shortest  of  these  terms,  and  every  second 
year  thereafter,  there  shall  be  appointed,  in 
the  same  manner,  two  persons,  who  shall 
serve  for  the  term  of  six  years,  and  the  Mayor 
shall  be  ex-officio,  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Visitors  of  the  Jail  of  Baltimore  city. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and  or- 
dained, That  all  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordi- 
nances inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
repealed,  and  that  this  ordinance  take  effect 
from  the  date  of  its  passage.

An  Ordinance  for  the  construction  of  a  Sewer  under  the  bed 
of  Eastern  avenue,  from  Jones'  Falls  to  Albemarle  street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
Se8Treuctecibe con 'That  the  City  Commissioner  be  and  he  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  construct 
a  sewer  under  the  bed  of  Eastern  avenue, 
from  Jones'  Falls  to  Albemarle  street. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and  or- 
dained, That  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars, 
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($5,000,)  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  neces-f^e°d*pproprl- 
saiy,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated 
to  "defray  the  expense  thereof.

An  Ordinance  to  authorize  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail- 
road Company  to  alter,  extend  and  widen  the  Steamship 
Pier  numbered  8  and  9,  at  Locust  Point. 

Whereas,  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad 
Company  is  desirous  of  altering,  enlarging 
and  extending  the  steamship  pier  numbered 
8  and  9,  at  Locust  Point,  and  has  laid  before  preamble. 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  a  plan  of  said 
pier,  and  has  given  the  notice  required  under 
the  Ordinance  of  May  16th,  1871,  being  sec- 
tion 97  of  article  22  of  the  City  Code  of 
1879 ;  therefore 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
That  permission  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  Per,ra^n 
granted  to  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Napier.0 
Company  to  alter,  extend  and  widen  north- 
wardly for  the  distance  of  forty-five  feet, 
the  pier  of  said  company,  at  Locust  Point, 
numbered  8  and  9,  commonly  known  as  the 
European  Steamship  Pier;  such  alteration, 
extension  and  widening  of  said  pier  shall  be 
done  in  a  manner  satifactory  to  the  Harbor 
Board  of  Baltimore. 
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Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and  or- 
dained, That  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect 
from  the  date  of  its  passage.

,7lTaexe9cfourtpetao  Baltimore  city  be  and  they  are  hereby  au- 
taxteoneitoS  thorized  and  directed,  upon  the  application 
implements,  as  hereinafter  provided,  of  any  individual, 
firm  or  corporation,  actually  engaged  in  the 
business  of  manufacturing  in  the  city  of 
Baltimore,  to  abate  any  and  all  personal 
taxes  which  may  be  levied  hereafter  by 
authority  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council, 
for  any  of  the  corporate  uses  thereof,  upon 
any  mechanical  tools  or  implements,  whether 
worked  by  hand  or  by  steam,  or  other  motive 
power,  or  upon  any  machinery  manufactur- 
ing apparatus  or  engines,  owned  by  such 
individual,  firm  or  corporation,  and  actually 
employed  and  used  in  the  business  of  man- 

prjviso.  ufacturing   in   said   city ;   provided,  always, 

that  such  application  for  an  abatement  of 
taxes  in  any  year,  shall  be  made  before  the 
annual  revision  and  correction  of  the  tax 
lists  for  said  year,  which  said  Judges  of  the 
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Appeal  Tax  Court  are,  by  law,  required  to 
make,  shall  "be  completed  and  returned  to 
the  Tax  Department  of  the  city  ;  and  pro- 
vided also,  that  every  application  for  such 
abatement  shall  be  verified  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  said  Judges,  by  the  oath  of  the  party 
applying  for  the  same,  or  other  satisfactory 
evidence. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and  or- 
dained, That  the  Judges  of  the  Appeal  Tax 
Court  shall  keep  a  distinct  record  of  all  To?anpabIt£.ord 
abatements  made  by  them  as  aforesaid,  in  ment8- 
each  and  every  year,  and  shall  report  in 
writing  the  aggregate  amount  thereof  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council,  on  or  before  the 
fifteenth  day  of  March  in  every  year. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted   and  or- 
dained, That  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
be  construed  to  authorize  any  abatement  of  N^°ea™£ to 
taxes  levied  upon  property  which  is  properly 
s     -sable  and  taxable  as  real  estate. 

And  be  it  further  enactnd  and  or- 
dained, That  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect 
from  the  date  of  its  passage.

An  Ordinance  to  repeal  Sections  21  and  38,  of  Article  28, 
Baltimore  City  Code,  title  "  Inspections,  Weights  and 
Measures,"  sub-title  "  Weights  and  Measures,"  and  to 
re-enact  the  same  with  amendments. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
That  sections  21  and  38  of  article  28,  Balti- 
more City  Code,  title  "  Inspections,  Weights 
and  Measures,"  sub-title  "  Weights  and  Meas- 
ures," be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed 
and  re-enacted  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Section  21.  Five  persons  shall  be  annually 
appointed,  as  other  city  officers  are  appointed, 

Five  inspectors  keepers  of  the  standards  of  weights  and 
tobeappomt,d- measures,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  safely  to 
keep  and  preserve  the  same,  and  when  re- 
quired, to  deliver  them  to  the  Mayor,  or  such 
other  person  as  he  may  appoint  to  receive  the 

Duties.  same,  and  to  perform  the  several  duties  pre- 

scribed by  the  ordinance  respecting  weights 
and  measures ;  and  before  they  shall   enter 
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upon  the  duties  of  their  appointment,  they 
shall  each  give  bond  to  the  Mayor  and  CityToglvebond- 
Council  of  Baltimore,  in  the  penal  sum  of 
one  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  all  the  duties  apper- 
taining to  his  office — four  of  the  said  keepers 
shall  be  the  keepers  of  the  standard  of  weights 
and  of  liquid  measures,  and  the  other  of  dry 
and  long  measures.  The  city  shall  be 
divided  into  four  (4)  districts,  Baltimore  and 
Calvert  streets  to  be  the  dividing  lines,  and 
to  be  known  as  northwestern,  southwestern,  To/bdbmcS 
northeastern  and  southeastern  districts;  said  JTofnted. *p' 
keepers  of  the  standard  of  weights  and 
of  liquid  measures  shall  be  residents  of  the 
district  for  which  they  may  be  appointed. 

•  Section  38.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  the 
standard  keepers  of  weights  and  liquid  meas- 
ures, to  make  monthly  returns  on  oath,  and  T?nomkMeij- re- 
pay all  money  collected  by  them  to  the  Reg-  K \Tl?*1 
ister,  who  shall  be   authorized  and  directed   i8ter- 
to  pay  to  the  several  keepers  of  the  standard 
of  weights  and  of  liquid  measures  monthly, 
by  dividing  the  same  equally  amongst  them 
and   report  the  same   annually   to  the   City 
Council. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and  or- 
dained, That  all  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordi- 
nances, inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  Taketirtect-

condemn  the  necessary  right  of  way  for  open- 
ing, straightening  and  constructing  Chats- 
worth Run  Sewer,  as  provided  for  in  the  pre- 
ceding section,  from  Baltimore  to  German 
streets,  through  the  premises  known  as  Nos. 
463  and  465  West  Baltimore  street,  and  Nos. 
180,  182  and  184  German  street,  upon  giving 
thirty  days'  notice,  in  writing,  to  the  owners 
or  agents  of  said  property  ;  and  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  said  article  44  of 
the  Ctiy  Code,  except  that  no  assessment  for 
benefits  shall  be  made  by  said  Commissioners,

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
That  for  each  and  every  case  of  neglect, 
failure  or  refusal  on  the  part  of  any  of  the 
street  passenger  railway  companies  of  this 
city  to  put  in  thorough  repair,  at  their  own 
expense,  the  streets  in  which  their  tracks 
are  laid,  in  the  manner  specified  in  the  or- Penalty. 
dinance  granting  to  said  company  or  com-

known  as  a  practical  chemist,  who  is  not  a 
stockholder  in,  nor  an  employee  of  any  gas 
company,  or  interested  in  any  way  in  the 
manufacture  of  illuminating  gas  in  this 
city  ;  and  who  is  not  a  stockholder  in,  nor 
an  employee  of  any  company  engaged  in  the 
manufacture  of  kerosene  oil,  or  fluids  made 
from  petroleum  or  its  products,  which  are 
used  for  illuminating  purposes,  or  are  offered 
for  sale  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  or  in- 
terested in  any  way  in  such  manufacture,  to 
serve  as  Inspector  of  Illuminating  Cas,  such 
as  is  now  furnished  by  the  Consolidated  Gas 
Company  of  this  city,  or  such  as  may  be 
furnished  by  any  company,  person  or  per- 
sons hereafter,  for  public  use ;  and  also,  as 
Inspector  of  Kerosene  Oil,  or  fluids  made 
from  petroleum  or  its  products,  which  are 
used  for  illuminating  purposes,  who,  before 
he  enters  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties, 
to  give  bond,  shall  give  bond,  with  approved  securities,  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Mayor,  in  the  penal 
sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for 
the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the 
office,  and  to  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  to 
faithfully,  diligently  and  impartially  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  the  office. 

And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained, 
That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspector  DutyofInspect'r 
whose  appointment  is  provided  for  in  the 
first  section  of  this  ordinance,  to  inspect, 
test  and  determine  the  illuminating  power 
and  parity  of  the  illuminating  gas  furnished 
by  any  gas  company,  xierson  or  persons,  for 
public  use  in  the  city  of  Baltimore ;  and  it 
shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Inspector 
to  collect,  from  time  to  time,  from  each  and 
every  place  in  the  city  wherein  is  bartered, 
given,  sold  or  offered  for  sale  in  quantities 
less  than  a  barrel,  any  of  the  oils  or  products 
of  petroleum  mentioned  in  this  ordinance  ; 
samples  of  the  same  not  to  exceed  one-half 
pint  from  each  lot,  and  any  person  or   per- 

,s  refusing  to  comply  with  the  demand 
for  said  quantity  as  a  sample  for  test,  shall 
be  subject  to  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for  each 
and  every  day  of  said  refusal ;  said  oil  to  be 
examined  by  Tagliabue's  open  coal  oil  tester, 
or  some  other  instruments  constructed  upon 
the  same  principle;  and  to  determine  the 
flashing  point  of  each  and  every  sample  ;  and 
the  density  of  each  ;  and'  to  report  to  the 
Mayor  in  writing,  weekly,  the  condition  of 
the  illuminating  gas,  as  to  its  purity  and 
illuminating  power,  together  with  the  flash- 
ing point  and  density  of  the  samples  of  coal 
oil  collected. 

Sec.  3.   And  be    it   enacted   and   ordained, 
That   the   quality   of    the   illuminating  gas  Quality  onnu- 

■,.-,-,  minuting  gas- 

supplied  by  any  gas  company,  person  or 
persons  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  for  public 
use,  shall  be  determined  at  the  place  or 
places  where  the  Mayor  and  Inspector  shall 
place  the  necessary  apparatus ;  and  shall  be 
with  respect  to  its  illumiaating  power,  such 
as  to  produce  from  a  suitable  standard  burner 
consuming  five  cubic  feet  of  gas  per  hour,  a 
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light  equal  in  intensity  to  that  produced  by 
sixteen  standard  sperm  candles  of  six  to  the 
pound,  each  consuming  one  hundred  and 
twenty  grains  of  sperm  per  hour ;  and  shall 
not  contain  more  than  twenty  grains  of 
sulphur  in  any  form,  in  one  hundred  cubic 
feet  of  gas. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained, 
That  if  the  illuminating  gas  supplied  by 
any  gas  company,  person  or  persons,  for 
public  use  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  shall  be 
at  any  time  of  less  illuminating  power,  or 
of  less  purity  than  according  to  the  standard 
established  by  the  third  section  of  this  or- 
dinance, it  shall  be  so  reported  by  the  In- 
spector, and  the  company,  person  or  persons 
supplying  the  same,  shall  be  subject  to  a 
penaigr if niumi- penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  and 
|^p||er than  every  day  during  which  such  violation  shall 
continue  ;  provided,  however,  that  if  it  shall 
appear  that  such  deviation  from  the  above 
named  standard  could  not  have  been  pre- 
vented by  ordinary  care  and  prudence,  but 
was  occasioned  by  some  unavoidable  cause, 
then  the  said  penalty  shall  not  be  enforced 
while  such  unavoidable  cause  shall  con- 
tinue.

person  or  persons  or  firm  violating  any  of
